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The  beauty  of  a  tale  is  in  the  telling,  and  the  telling  becomes  beautiful  because  of  the 
teller's  skill  and  his  aware  relation  to  the  tale.  A  separation  enforced  in  the  person 
between  himself  and  what  he  says  can  produce  only  a  mechanical  mouthing  of  syllables, 
no  matter  how  smoothly  they  tumble  forth.  One  might  expect  that  on  the  radio  we 
would  be  reminded  again  and  again  of  the  inherent  dignity,  beauty  and  power  of  human 
speech.  But  apart  from  the  "personality"  of  the  stars,  radio  has  narrowed  rather  than 
extended  the  modes  and  variety  of  common  speech.  A  kind  of  semi-official  style  has 
been  developed— one  for  news,  one  for  the  grrreeat  composers,  and,  of  course,  one  for  the 
commercial.  Our  heritage  of  the  spoken  word,  particularly  in  poetry,  story  telling  and 
drama,  is  fast  leaving  us  because  we  have  so  little  to  do  with  it.  We  can  say  that  the 
public  does  not  have  "an  ear  for  verse",  but  the  fact  is  that  one  seldom  hears  verse 
spoken  or  read.  And  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  ear  is  no  longer  capable  of 
receiving  and  distinguishing  subleties,  shifts  of  tone  and  richnesses  of  sound  in  the 
spoken  word  or  line.  True,  most  of  what  we  hear  is  "flat",  it  has  the  monotony  of  a 
code,  but  the  instrument  for  hearing  is  there,  and,  given  the  experience,  it  will  respond. 
Obviously,  with  regard  to  speech,  more  than  the  ear  is  involved;  but  what  is  in 
question  is  not  a  series,  in  complex  arrangement,  of  meaningless  sounds.  The  important 
matter  is  that  the  enormous  flexibility  and  power  of  speech  be  employed  out  of  the 
speaker's  direct  and  controlling  relation  to  what  he  has  to  say  —  whether  announcing 
a  concert  or  telling  a  story.  The  beauty  of  the  speech  will  come  clear,  and  the  listener 
will  recognize  it,  so  long  as  the  speaker  speaks  as  himself,  and  not  as  the  parrot,  who 
amuses  us  only  because  of  his  wide  distance  from  the  human.
